May it please your Excellency, 

I have the honour to lay before your Excellency the accompanying tables, concerning 

Irish Agriculture during the year 1883. ° 

The tables concerning the acreage under crops laid before your Excellency in August 
last have been carefully revised, and the figures relating to this subject contained in the 
present Report are as correct as such statistics can reasonably be expected to be. 

I hope early in the approaching year to have all the available details regarding agri- 
culture in Ireland fully arranged and submitted to your Excellency in the usual annual 
detailed Report on Agricultural Statistics in Ireland. 

I have much pleasure in stating that the returns for 1883 are o( a very favourable 
character as compared with 1882. Although the progressive decrease in tillage which 
has been going on for several years still continues, yefc the increased yield an devalue of 
the harvest of 1883 is, as compared with 1882, of a very marked character. The potato 
crop alone of 1883 is about double the value of that of 1S82. 

The acreage under crops in 1883 compared with 1882, shows, in cereal crops, a large 
decrease in wheat of 58,084 acres, in oats of 15,403 acres, in barley of 3,963 acres, and 
in here and rye of 570 acres. In green crops — potatoes decreased by 31,451 acres, while 

turnips increased by 12,729 acres, and mangel wurzel by 1,629 acres. In other crops 

flax decreased by 17,541 acres and hay by 30,368 acres. Compared with the average 
acreage for the ten years 1873-1882 there is a decrease in all the principal crops except 
hay, which increased by 8,913 acres. Wheat shows a decrease of 59,300 acres, oats of 
-55,369 acres, and barley of 40,300 acres. Potatoes decreased by 58,885 acres, turnips 
•by 16,192 acres, mangel wurzel. by 5,695 acres, and flax by 29,227 acres. 

The following analysis of the returns will show, that taking one crop with another, the 
harvest of 1883 compares favourably with an average of the past ten years. 

All the crops except here and hay show an increased average rate of produce per acre 
in 1883 compared with' 1882. The yield of wheat increased by 0*1 cwt., oats by 0*5 
•cwt., barley by 0*7 cwt., and rye by 0*5 cwt., potatoes by 1*9 ton, turnips by 2*5 tons, 
mangel wurzel by 2*0 tons, and flax by 1*4 stone. Bere decreased by 0*1 cwt. and hay 
by 0*1 ton. The rate in 1883, compared with the average rate for the ten years 
1873-1S82, shows a decrease in wheat of 0*5 cwt., in barley of 0*7 cwt., in bere 
•of 1*4. cwt., and in rye of 0*3 cwt. ; oats shows an increase of 0*1 cwt. Potatoes exhibit 
■an increase of 1*1 ton, turnips of .1*5 ton, mangel of 0*6 ton, and flax of 1*7. stone. Hay 
has the same rate for both periods.

The produce in 1SS3, as compared with 1882, shows, in cereal crops, a decrease in 
-wheat of 778,727 cwts., in here of 709 cwts., and in rye of 1,547 cwts.; while there is 
an increase of 564,736 cwts. in oats, and of 68,323 cwts. in barley. Potatoes show the 
large increase of 1,457,142 tons, turnips of 899,856 tons, and mangel wurzel of 92 67 7 
tons. There is a decrease of 2,330 tons in flax and of 177,903 tons in hay. 

The produce in 1883, as compared with the average produce of the ten years, 1873-1S32 
shows, in cereal crops, a decrease in wheat of 883, S60 cwts., in oats of 512 684 cwts/ 
in barley of 785,481 cwts., in here of 5,278 cwts., and in rye of 21, 126* cwts. In 
other _ crops in 1883, as compared with the average, there is an increase of 680 146 
tons in potatoes, of 239,001 tons in turnips, and of 54,530 tons in hay. There 'is a 
decrease of 55,023 tons in mangel wurzel and of 4,255 tons in flax.

The estimated value of the harvest in Ireland for 1883 is shown in the statement 
contained in Table IV. This table is a continuation of a similar table published in my 
Preliminary Report on the return of Agricultural Produce in 1879 ; the prices 
attached to each product are taken at the value fixed by the late Mr. Thom, in his Official 
Directory. The increase in money of the crops in Ireland, owing to the favourable 
harvest of 1S83 is exhibited in Table IV., and amounts in the aggregate to £4,283, 19S 
compared with 18S2, and to £1,485,368 compared with the average for the 10 years 
1873-1882. It will be observed that the great bulk of the increase is in the potato 
crop, in which the increase of value is £4,371,426 as compared with 1882, and £2,040,435 
as compared with the average for the past 10 years. The value of oats exhibits an in- 
crease of £261,817 compared with average for the 10 years, while wheat and barley 
show a decrease in value respectively of £441,869 and £314,191. 

In comparing these estimates some allowance must be made for the difference 
in extent under crops, but such allowance would not appreciably influence the result.

Kosbercon Z>._ The 
potato crop in this district is considered one of the 
best which the farmers have had for many years.

late ki the season. The various other crops may be 
considered as of average yield. Thomastown Zh— The 
harvest has on the whole been an average one, while 
tue potato crop has been very large. 

Ktng’s Ooupy Edenderry D . — The crops of all 
m s ra locality have been good — certainly average 
ones. Potatoes, turnips, and mangolds, I believe, 
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above the average, but I am informed that in dry 
uplands a considerable portion of the champions rotted 
away since July, but still there was a good crop, other- 
wise it would have been very heavy. But in the 
moory land, which so much prevails in this neighbour- 
hood, the crop was very line — no loss. I should 
advise a change of seed next season, and farmers not to 
use their own. The magnum bonums were a line crop 
where sown, and have resisted fill disease. Oat crop 
very good, quality and quantity. Rye, barley, and wheat 
so little sown they deserve little comment, the first only 
sown by poor people who have reclaimed patches in 
the bog — this was a reasonable crop. Hay generally 
a good crop and well saved, it did not suffer ;is much 
as usual in the low lauds from flooding. I understand 
the grazing interest suffered much from high prices 
of store cattle. I see great improvement and 
an evident desire on the part of farmers to 
improve and drain their land. Fcrbane D — I 
have no special observations to offer, the yield 
of the various crops being about an average one. 
Parsonslou'n /A— The wet season injured the oats, 
barley, and wheat, especially the oats.' The potatoes, 
though a better yield than in former years, suffered a 
good deal by the rain. Turnips are good, but it is 
said the land in this country in which this crop is gener- 
ally put is worn out and not suited for them. The 
liay would have been a splendid average only for the 
season, as there was a great deal of it injured, especially 
in low lands. Shinrone D. — The various crops in 
this district are of a much better yield than last year, 
particularly the potato, which is not much damaged. 
The cereals arc very fair, and would have been better 
were it not that the early portion of the season was 
rainy. TnUaviare D. — The harvest this year is an 
abundant one, owing to generally favourable weather. 
The late rains have however done considerable damage 
to barley and wheat. Potatoes are plenty and sound, 
the blight did not come on this year until late when 
the tubers were fully formed and able to resist the disease. 

Longfokd County. Balbpnahon D. — The people 
about here consider the average as very fair, which is, 
I consider, attributable to an improved system of 
farming, aud good round seed. Gran-rd 1). — There 
has been a good yield in this distinct of potatoes, due 
to the excellent quality of the “ champion ” seed. The 
oat crop has also been good, as at the time of ripening 
of the grain the weather here was suitable. The hay 
was but an average crop, due to its being badly saved. 
Turnips yielded a bad return, as they became diseased, 
owing to excess of wet. Longford D. — The rates of 
produce of the crops in this district are genei-ally 
above the average. I think the good or bad yield is 
mainly attributable to the weather and the manner 
in which the land is worked. This year, partly owing 
to the weather and partly to the injury sustained by 
the crops (especially the potato crop) from the late 
frosts of the previous year, the crops were in many 
instances sown veiy late. The harvest this year was 
very late, but, owing to the comparatively favourable 
autumn weather, it has been fairly well saved. 

Louth County. Ardee D. — The crops in this 
district; were generally good this season, particularly 
the potatoes, which is attributed to the dry season 
and good seed (champions). Drogheda D. — The 
potato crop is excellent in this neighbourhood, both 
the quality and yield being far in excess of last year. 
The summer was very favourable to the growth of 
potatoes, and as the “ blight ’’ did not appear until 
the season was far advanced, the tubers had time to 
mature. The latter part of the summer especially, was 
very dry, which tended to make the quality very 
good. Oats is also a good crop, and I consider the 
favourable season tended much towards the filling 
of ike ears, and the hardening of the grain. Crops 
generally are much better than last year. Dundalk 
D. — The good yield of all crops in this district is to 
be attributed to a fine season and good farming. 



Meatii County. AthboyD. — Barley, potatoes, and Puov 
turnips have given a good yield, in some case3 above Lbi 
the average, owing to favourable weather at the time 
of sowing. Oats have scarcely been up to the average, 
owing to heavy rains about the time of reaping. In 
many cases the crop was beaten down by the rain and 
seriously injured. Meadow, first crop, less tban 
average, owing to the drought in April and early in 
May. Carrots have been a failure owing to the 
ravages of worms and grub. Dunshaugldin D. — The 
yield of various crops through this district is considered 
good for this year. The potato crop is excellent, with 
little disease ; the other root crops are also excellent. 

Grain was well saved and the yield good, while the hay 
crop, owing to late growth, especially of new meadows, 
was rather light but of good quality. The fine harvest 
weather permitted the saving and drawing home of 
crops in seasonable time. Kells D. — The excellent 
potato crop this year is principally owing to a change 
of seed and to the favourable season. Owing to the 
dry hard weather in the early part of the year hay 
has not been a heavy crop this season. The com crop 
this year has not been quite so good as last year, owing 
to the unfavourable weather. K avail D. — I am 
of opinion that owing to the summer having been dry 
the yield of the various crops this year is rather above 
the average. Considerable damage was accasioned by 
the autumn rains and storms, but on the whole the 
farmers were fairly successful in securing the harvest. 

Slane D. — The crops have been good in this district. 

I find on inquiiy that this arises from the fact of 
having good weather, at the early time of the season ; 
another cause is that, I believe, the people had more 
money this year and bought better seed and prepared 
the ground better than heretofore. The potato crop 
was exceptionally good this year, as also the yield of 
oats. Trim D. — As a rule root crops, turnips, man- 
golds, beet, and potatoes are much better this year than 
last. Turnips did not suffer this year from the fly, 
and the season was not marked by either excessive 
rain or continued drought. This also is the reason for 
the improvement in the hay and grain crops. The 
weather for saving the latter was suitable. 

Queen’s County. Abbeyleix D. — The harvest very 
late this year, in consequence of a late spring and 
much wet weather during harvest operations. The 
season has been very unfavourable. The potato crop 
is fairly good and plenty. As usual, many farmers in 
different localities, complain that they are getting 
black. Barley, oats, and wheat an indifferent crop, 
caused by wet weather. Hay plenty, but of indifferent 
quality. Green crops, such as turnips, mangolds, &c., 
a fail- average crop. The turf has been put together 
better than was expected. BaUylinan D. — Potatoes 
are reckoned this year, on an average, as a fair crop, 
wkich I attribute to the quality of the seed being 
good. The seed sown was principally champions. 

The oats crop has been also good, but barley has' 
again much decreased in produce. This year I 
attribute the bad yield to the severe weather during 
the harvest, making it impossible to properly save the 
crop. In most instances the crop had to remain in 
the fields, improperly saved, up to a late period. 

Wheat is not much sown, but there was a fair yield. 

Hay has been a scanty crop, owing to the late growth 
of grass this year. Maryborough D. — The crops 
generally were good, but the yield of the cereals was 
seriously interfered with after they were cut, by the 
storm of the 26th September, which knocked down 
every stoolc and stack, and also by the prevalent wet' 
weather, which came on immediately after harvest. 
Mountrath D. — In this district the yield of the corn 
crop was generally light, in consequence of the wet and 
cold in the month of May. The hay crops also were 
generally light, from the same cause. The potato 
crop is good. This is principally due to the good seed 
planted this season, viz., the “ champion." The green 
crops, on the whole, are rather light, principally owing 
to the wet season. A fair crop of fuel has been saved. 
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Wjmkeath Count*, BaUinncnrgg 7).-I am of 
the opinion that the good weather was the cause of 
the harvest being fairly good. The potato crop in 
tk» district lias tee,, very good, so Las the tana,, 
crop ; but the mangel wurzel has been very batl the 
cause of which has boon attributed to some kind of 
a blight m J uly.

The good harvest 
must be attributed to favourable weather. Kanturk 
J). — The result of my inquiry is, “ that the decrease 
in the produce of crops in this district is attributed to 
the wet season.” The grain crop did not fill, “ espe- 
cially the wheat — the grain being soft, and in many 
cases not fit for the market. The potato crop was 
pretty good, but the rot having set in, took away 
fully one- third, which was not even fit for feeding 
purposes, having melted away in the ground. Boggy 
or moor land did not suffer so much as the upland 
did. Kinsale D. — Farmers are becoming more ex- 
perienced in the use of artifical manures, and prepare 
their ground better for seed than formerly. To this, to- 
gether with the favourable season, is to be attributed the 
good yield of the various crops throughout this distinct. 
Middleton D. — The crops throughout this district have 
been unusually good. Mitchelstoion B. — The yield of 
the various crops is unusually large this season, the 
potato crop being far in excess of late years ; the cereal s, 
however, have suffered much, owing to the wetness of 
the season. Queenstown D . — The yield for this year 
is rather bad, and is accounted for by the want of 
heat, and by too much moisture. Youghal B. — The 
potato crop has been exceedingly good in this district, 
owing to the new “ champion" seed used. The other 
crops good, attributable to favourable weather. 

Cork County, W.R. Bandon D. — The crops of all 
kinds this year have been generally good, owing to 
the genial season, 'hiring which there was no period 
of excessive wet or excessive drought. At present 
the quantity of autumn grass is unusually great, which 
will enablo farmers to tide over the winter, when 
food for cattle is always comparatively scarce — with 
unusual ease. Bantry D. — There is an extra good 

yield in the potato crop this year, which is attribu- 
table to a favourable season and good seed. The other 
crops are moderate and call for no special comment. 
Castletmon D . — The crops in this district have been 
exceptionally good this year-. This is due I think not 
only to a drier summer, but also to the introduction 
of new kinds of potato seed. This is the only crop of 
any consequence in this district. Clonakilty D. — 
Al l the crops, with the exception of grain, were of 
unusually good yield this year ; the latter were in- 
jured by heavy rains and storms just at the time of 
ripening. Dunmanway D. — The people generally in 
this district are well pleased with the harvest. The 
potato crop has been exceptionally good this year, 
owing, it is thought, to the weather being favourable 
for the growth of that crop in the latter part of the 
season. The wheat crop is' spoken of generally as 
having been injuriously affected by the excessive 
moisture in the month of J une, and this crop is not con- 
sidered as good as it has been in other years, owing to 
the above cause. All the other principal crops, viz., 
hay, turnips, oats, cabbage, &c., are spoken of as 
having yielded a fair crop, and no observations were 
made use of to show that these crops were affected 
materially one way or the other. Macroom D . — The 
general yield of the crops in this district was good on 
the average — it was generally better than last year. 
This is asci'ibed by the people to the following cause : 
better weather about the time of seed-sowing, and 
during the early part of summer — with some very 
good weather in May. As a rule, the weather is very 
wet, except for one or two months in summer ; this 
year it was not quite so bad. Skibbereen D. — The 
good or bad yield of the crops in this district is en- 
tirely due to climatic changes alone. With rare ex- 
ceptions there is no improvement in the style of farm- 
ing. Weeding the growing crops is rarely attended 
to, and it would seem as if the majority of small far- 
mers thought that the presence of weeds nursed the 
crops, and left them for that purpose. Tillage is not 
sufficiently deep ; were deep tillage, where practicable, 
and the extirpation of weeds attended to, the yield this 
year would have been fifteen per cent, better. 



Kerry County. Cahersiveen B. — The potato crop Provisos ok 
was better here this year than last, chiefly owing to McxsteiL 
the greater quantity of better seed used, and the blight 
did not appear as early as usual. The turnip and 
mangold crop is a fair average. The corn crop was 
above the average, but greatly damaged by the heavy 
rains and storms in September, which caused a late 
harvest. The hay crop very inferior in quantity and 
quality, owing to wet season and want of sun. Castle- 
island D. — The yield this year was good. This I 
attribute to the dry summer and open autumn which 
we have had. Dingle D. — The average of potato 
crop this year far exceeds that of former years, and 
the increase is believed to be occasioned by change 
of seed. Kenmare D . — The chief crops in this district 
are — potatoes, oats, and hay. Potatoes — Good crop 
this year in consequence of the spring being favour-' 
able. Oats — Not an average crop in consequence of the 
wet season. Hay — Average crop, but the most of it 
badly saved in consequence of the wet season. Kil- 
larney D. — The season on the whole was very good in 
this district. The crops were grown well, and weather 
most favourable for the growth, but when the harvest 
came on the weather turned bad and a good deal of oats ‘ 
and hay was spoiled by the wet. Killorglin D . — The 
farmers generally in this district state that the potato 
crop this year was above the average, and they attri- 
bute the good yield to the damp summer ; on the 
other hand, the oat crop was under the average, 1 and 
owing to the storms in the latter part of the season 
it was badly saved. The deficiency in the oat crop 
may be attributed to the unfavourable season, there 
being too little sun to fully mature the ears. These are 
the only crops extensively grown in this district. 

Listowel B . — The potato crop in this district is con- 
sidered good, owing to the favourable weather in 
spring and autumn. The oat crop is not considered 
good, as there was too much rain before the crop got 
ripe. All the other crops are of a fair average as com- 
pared with previous years. 

Limerick County. Adare B. — I believe the yield 
to be fairly good in most crops. The weather was not 
altogether favourable for saving the ryegrass hay, but 
the upland had a better chance and a great deal was well 
secured throughout the district. As far as I can ascer- 
tain there is no disease among the potatoes, and no 
blight on oats. Bruff D. — The produce of the various 
crops in this district is considered very satisfactory 
this year, and would have been much better only for the 
weather. The land about here is very fertile, which 
is the cause of the good yield. Kiljinane B. — The 
yield of wheat is regarded as somewhat smaller than 
on previous years, and this is supposed to have resulted 
from the wetness of the season, which caused this crop 
to run to straw more than in a dry summer. The 
yield of oats is regarded as good, but would have been 
far more valuable had the season been drier. The same 
remarks apply to the potato crop. Newcastle B. — Che 
wheat, oats, and barley crops are not on the whole an 
average yield, owing chiefly to the wetness of the sea- 
son. The oat crop lodged, and consequently the grain 
did not come to maturity. Potatoes are a good ci-op, 
particularly champions, which is the general crop 
sown in this district. The hay was a fair crop in dry land 
but in low land it lodged, and the quality is inferior. 

The hay in general has been badly saved owing to the' 
wet season. In some instances I find that farmers do 
not properly manure their laud, and in others a great 
want of proper cultivation ; and if more care was paid 
to the weeding of crops in the early part of the season 
the produce would wel 1 repay the trouble. New Bailees 
J).— There has been a fair average yield of crops 
throughout this district, which I consider attributable 
to the favourable weather which set in at the com- 
mencement of the harvest, as well as at its close. 

Rathiceale D. — The yield of wheat is very bad, owing to 
a wet winter ; it appears that a good deal of seed rotted. 

Barley and oats are a fair crop. Potatoes are a much 
better crop this season than for years past, attributable 
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mungoi.is aud other green crops are about equal to the 

yield ot last year. 

Tipperary County, N.R. Uorrmikttm D. The 

average yield appears to be somewhat .similar to that 
ot last year, with the exception of wheat, which is not 
so good. No cause can bo assigned for the falling off. 
Xfenagh J ). — The various crops in this district were 
on the whole good, potatoes especially so. The season 
was a fairly favourable one, anil the importation of new 
potato seed within the. last few years has done much 
to improve that crop. A severe storm in the latter 
part of the season did great damage to outstanding hay 
and corn. Newport l >. — I attribute the improvement 
m the potato crop, which is considerable, to the good 
quality of the seed used, coupled with a fairly good 
season. The oat crop is good aud well saved. The hay 
that was not saved either early or very late suffered a 
good deal from the wet, but was eventually saved 
though it suffered injury to its quality. The turf is 
generally well saved. There is but little else produced 
in this part of the country, lioscrea D . — The potato 
crop in this district is better than the average of other 
years, and this is due to the fine weather of May and 
.June and a portion of July. The grain, crop has not 
yielded as well as was expected, and this is attributed 
to the wet weather of September, which was greatly 
agamst its coming to proper maturity.

Portlaw I ).— The general good 
yield of potatoes tliisjear is attributable partly to the 
favourable weather in spring, and partly to the fact 
of there being a good deal of imported seed jilauted.

Ballymena .ft— The potato crop is veiy 
good this year, attributable to a ary spriig, which 
favoured early planting, to good seed (chiefly 
champions ), and to immunity from blight Oats 
not as good, owing to a late wet harvest, which pre- 
vented the maturing of the grain. Hay rather light 
caused by a cold dry spring. Flan indifferent from 
same cause and too frequent cropping. Turnips very 
fair. On the whole, the dry, though cold spring and 
showery summer, produced a good harvest. Balh,- 
nwneij ft— T he crops in this district were, on the 
whole very good tins season, although, owing to the 
great fall of rain in some places, the oats were not 
as good a crop as was expected. The potato crop 
was, I understand, one of the best in this locality for 
many years. Belfast, North ft_The yield was 
better than for some years, owing to tile good 
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weather of summer and autumn. Potatoes are 
quite sound. Belfast, South D . — I beg to report that 
the good yield of the various crops this year was, in 
my opinion, caused by the fine weather. Carricl- 
Jergus 1 ). — The crops in this district were all fully up 
to the average, and the potato crop rather above the 
average of past years. The season was very favour- 
able and mild. Glena/rm D . — The produce in this 
district, in general, is considered to be a fair yield, 
owing to the season being favourable to this part of 
the country. Lisburn D . — The yield of crops is, in 
general, good, which is owing to the favourable season. 
The oats crop is not as good as was expected, owing 
to its being late in ripening. 

Armagh County. Armagh D . — I attribute the 
very fair average crops to a general good season, and 
the industry of the farmers in attending to their crops 
at the proper time.. Lurgan 2 ). — The crops in this 
locality have been of very good yield, and this is 
largely owing to the, on the whole, favourable weather 
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during the season. Neivry D. — Owing to the heavy- 
rains during last month the oat crop in this district 
was considerably injured, and the potato crop has also 
suffered from the same cause, but the latter having 
been a very abundant crop, the injury from this cause 
will not be felt. NewtownharaiUon D. — The good 
yield may be attributed to the favourable season. 
Portadoion D. — The farmers say the failure com- 
paratively of the wheat crop is due chiefly to the very 
wet weather at seed time. They attribute the good 
yield of potatoes to the favourable weather, and 
suitable season generally for that crop. 

Cavan County. Bailieborough D. — There is a good 
average crop of potatoes this year, which the farmers 
attribute to their being sown in dry weather, which 
continued until they were partially grown. Oats did 
not yieldaswell as usual, and insome places the crop was 
very thin, which some say was caused by frosts in April 
and May, others blame heavy rains at the time of filling. 
Flax did not yield well this year ; this crop it is said 
is deteriorating generally, owing to its being sown in 
same land. There was a good average crop of turnips. 
Hay averaged about the same as usual. BaUyjames- 
dvff D. — Scarcely any wheat has been grown in this 
district. There has been a good yield of oats, but the 
great fall of rain has deteriorated the quality of the 
grain, and prevented it from ripening properly. 
Where the crop was heavy considerable quantities of 
it “ lodged.” Barley, bere, rye, beans, or pease, are 
scarcely ever sown in this district. There is more 
than an average yield of potatoes, especially of 
“ champions,” but a considerable portion of the crop 
is diseased, and the weather at present is not favour- 
able for digging. It is expected that there will be a 
large quantity of potatoes in the country, although the 
high price of the seed last spring restricted the plant- 
ing of this crop. Flax has been a fair average crop 
and turnips a good crop, mangolds have not been so 
good. There is a good average crop of hay. There 
would be a much better yield of crops generally only 
that the weather has been adverse during the ripening 
and saving periods. Cavan D. — The crops have been 
of a fair average this year, which has been mainly due 
to the mildness of the season. The soil in this portion 
of the county is very cold and wet, and had the wea- 
ther been more inclement the produce generally would 
have been less. Rilleshandm ID — The various crops 
usually grown in this district are of very good yield, 
owing to the past season not having been so wet as 
the two or three preceding seasons, and also to the 
introduction of the champion potatoes in this countiy. 
Swardinbcur D. — The good yield of the various crops 
in this district is mainly due to the favourable weather 
in the spring, and also in the months of September and 
October. 

Donegal County. Ardara D. — I attribute the 
improved condition of the crops during past season to 
good seed and favourable weather. Ballyshannon D. 
— The crops were somewhat better than last year. 
The principal crops sown in this district are oats, 
potatoes of the several kinds, small quantities of 
wheat, turnips, and cabbage.

The fields which 
were sown and harvested early have produced good 
crops. Turnips are a good crop — the weather was 
favourable. Dun f anaghy D. — The good yield of the 
potato crop this year over last year is entirely due to 
early planting. The yield of all other crops, which is

The oat crop is slightly better than that of last year, 
owing to a more favourable season.

— The land is well cultivated about this locality, ex- 
cept in the mountain districts, where it is sown late, 
and consequently comes in late, the people in many 
instances show little zeal in trying to save it in the 
latter place. Moville D. — There appears to be good 
average, yield of all crops in this district this season, 
which, in my opinion, is attributable to the favourable 
weather during the spring and summer. Raphoe D. 

— The various crops in this district show on the whole 
a fair yield.. Owing to the comparative dryness ofthe 
earlier portion of summer, the potato crop in particu- 
lar appears to be excellent — the potatoes of large size 
and number. Oats, which, with flax, was the other 
chief crop here, promised very well until the autumn 
rains, which stunted the growth of the straw. Tire 
straw is of inferior description as a rule, but the grain 
is up to the average. Rathmullan D. — The potato 
crop is very good. Flax is a pretty fair crop, and so 
is grain and hay, though it has been injured a little 
by the wet harvest, which is late in this locality. 

The yield of turnips, mangel-wurzel, and other green 
crops is good, and there is a good supply of fuel 

Down County. Banbridge D. — The crops in this 
locality have been fully up to the average, but con- 
siderable loss has been sustained, owing to continuous 
rain at the period of cutting the grain crops.

The corn crops of wheat and oats were scarcely up to 
an average crop this season, the wheat being certainly 
a light yield. Little barley is grown in this district. 

The hay crop is below an average, particularly so on 
light soils, owing to want of rain in the months of 
May and June. The potato crop is the best known 
for many years, the tuber, generally speaking, sound, 
and the return far beyond an average. The turnip 
crop is also a good one, and I think more than an 
average one, certainly better than last year. The 
flax crop is a fairly good one, scarcely an average one. 

I think a good deal was injured by heavy rains in 
August ; but I believe the quality generally is good. 

The light yield of wheat is, I think, attributable to 
want of heat in June and July, the summer here, 
though fine, not being very warm. Rathfriland D . — 

The crops in this district have been generally good 
this year, owing to the favourable season, although 
the yield of oats will not be so large, in consequence 
of the lateness of the harvest and the broken weather 
which prevailed. The potato crop seems to be very 
good, and particularly free from disease, especially 
the “ champions." The flax crop is somewhat light, 
but still has yielded fairly, but the prices are very 
low.

Ulster. turnips, hay, oats, and potatoes are the only crops 
cultivated to any extent in this locality. The im- 
proved rates of produce in all crops in the district are 
caused by the fairly good weather Avhich prevailed 
during the past spring, summer, and autumn. The 
potatoes, the most important crop to the small formers, 
are excellent everywhere, and are now selling here at 
3d. per stone. I believe this is caused by an im- 
proved system of tilling the crop and the introduction 
of new seed. Enniskillen D. — Wheat is not much 
sown in this county, and last autumn (that of 1883) 
being wet, it was not got into the ground till spring, 
and so did not ripen in time, and is not an average 
crop. Oats would have been an average crop, but the 
harvest being bad, there was probably one-sixth of it 
lost. Potatoes — Since the failure of the potato crop in 
1845-6 there has not been such a splendid crop, both 
in quantity and quality, as there is in this county 
this year, owing, it is supposed, to the favourable 
spring and to the more general use of the champion 
kind, which farmers this year seem to have regarded 
with increasing favour. Ilay is l-ather below the 
average this year ; but the decrease is compensated for 
by the absence of flooding this year, a cause which in 
more abundant hay harvests has frequently reduced 
the total of hay saved far below that of this year’s 
yield. Flax is an average crop, although only about 
half the usual yearly quantity sown. Turnips are this 
year over an average crop, owing to the favourable 
weather and to an improved system of tillage when 
the seed was sown, the ground being better prepared, 
and more care bestowed on the culture of this root. 
Mangolds not a good crop, and not a large breadth 
sown. On the whole, farmers regard the several 
crops, taken one with another, as a very fair average, 
except potatoes, which are far beyond the usual re- 
turns. Kesh D. — The good yield of the various crops 
m this district may be attributed to dry weather dur- 
ing the summer. Lisnaskea D. — In my opinion there 
has not been so good a potato crop for many years, 
Certainly not in my recollection. I am confident that 
I have seen on good land as much as fifteen tons of 
sound potatoes to the Irish acre, and even on the 
worst land there was at least from eight to ten tons. 
The other principal crops sown in this locality are 
oats and flax. The oat crop is decidedly a good one, 
but the bad harvest weather injured it considerably. 
The flax crop was good as regards quantity, but in- 
ferior in quality, and the price this year is low, except 
for a few superior samples.

the case for many years. Very little turnips or man- 
golds is sown in this locality, but any turnips sown 
are a good crop, and mangolds a fair average. There 
has also been a good crop of cabbage. Butter has 
commanded a good price during the season, being at 
present Is. per lb. on an average. The price of pork 
is much lower than last year, averaging 45s. to 50s. 
per cwt., when compared with 54s. to 57s. per cwt! 
at same time last year, according to weight and 
quality. The price of young stock was very high 
during the early part of the year ; but owing to the 
foot-and-mouth disease, and the closing of the English 
markets, the price fell, but there is a good demand 
again springing up. '
